Captured servicemen may receive one letter a month ar 
one package (not over six pounds In weight) every otl: 
month. The Committee does not forward packages. It is suggested that Ic 
ters sent to tjha Committee for forwarding be sealed and that stamps be et 
closed (not affixed) as letters are forwarded in packets. 


The Committee la only able to be of help with respect to men who have be« 
shot down over North Vietnam. 


The Committee also la able to reQueat Information regarding the status o1 
men thought to have been shot down over North Vietnam and captured there.

0€M Return*', which ep^ared in tiie January 28, 1970 issue 
of 'The Pontiac Press**, a daily newspaper published in 
Pontiac, Michigan, of general circulation, reveals in 
part that Air Force Major Earl Cobeil is somewhere in 
North Vietnam in a Prisoner of War (POW) camp, according 
to Mrs* Earl Cobeil, the wife of Major Cobeil of Waterford 


Township, Mchigan, who reported she had not even 
received a letter from Major Cobeil since November 5, 1967,

this article reveals that on October 10, 1969, 
Mrs • Cobeil wasr reportedly contacted by one of three 
Aifterican POWs released by Hanoi, one of whom had seen 
her husband in custody of Hanoi Military Police on the 
way to a POW camp* 


Mrs* Cobeil revealed in this article that late 
in 1969 she met in Washington, D*C*, with her 
correspondent's friends around the country who are 
comprised of wives of husbands also P0Ws«
